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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Feb. 22, 2005, the applicants have canceled claims 1-14; 
amended claim 17 and furthermore, have added new claims 31-35. 

2. Claims 15-35 are now pending in the application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 15-35, renumbered as claims 1-21, are allowed since the applicants have either 
canceled or amended claims to overcome indefiniteness, prior art and obviousness-type 
double patenting rejections and furthermore, due to their persuasive arguments 
regarding advantages of the instant process over the cited prior art processes to 
overcome obviousness rejections. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments 
that the instant process eliminates the formation of 6-methylcodeine as impurity and 
furthermore, simplifies the isolation procedure for removing the byproduct 
dimethylaniline as stated on page 5 of instant specification. Thus, all rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 35 U.S.C. 102(b), 35 U.S.C. 103(a) and obviousness- 
type double patenting are now withdrawn.
